A Chinese was charged with un- 
lnwful possession of 2.5 mace of 
Mlcit? opium, and he was also 
charged under Sectlon 17 of Or- 
dinance 30 of 1923 with being in 
possession of three Government 
opium. labels without lawful au- 
‘thority or excuse. Mr. McCallum 
was for the defenee and admitted 
the first charge. 


Section 17 deals with the re- 
moval of labels from Government 
opium pols, with the fitention of 
preventing them being. attached 
to illicit opikm pots, and the 
guestion argued was whether, bs, 
cnuse the defendant was found in 

ossession of the labels, and 

admitted it, the presumption could 
be drawn that they ‘were to be 
affixed to’ pots containing.” ilHeit 
opium. 3 

Mr. McCallum contended that 
such a presumption could not be 
raised until an offencev had been 
committed and then it would have 
to be proved.
